Sir : It was welcome news last week that there is 
to be no war on the Slidell and Mason case. One 
does not expect that bright news should ever be 
without some shadow ; and one should not, therefore, 
too much regret the admixture of evil with the good 
in this case, as in others. It is a blessing to be very 
thankful for that your government has done what is 
right without dispute. The next greatest blessing is, 
that the people -have made no opposition to the 
decision of the goverinent—thus showing the enemies 
of free institutions the mistake they committed in 
supposing that the Administration would be over¬ 
awed dr constrained by “ the mob.” It ‘has been a 
hearty satisfaction to many of us that so many evil 
anticipations have been discredited by the event— 
such as the notion of a government plot to divert the 
war, or a scheme of invading Canada—apprehensions 
of the people refusing to deliver up Capt. Wilkes’s 
prisoners, etc. On the other hand, there are some 
unhappy incidents involved which destroy all sense 
of security in regard to peace, and impede that reflux 


of English good feeling towards the North which had 
been supposed a necessary consequence of a satisfac¬ 
tory atonement for Capt. Wilkes’s outrage. 

Mr. Seward’s strange dispatch is full of mischief. 


e been in the habit of admiring the State 
papers issued from Washington ; but here is one 
whioh is a sad disgrace. It must come into discussion 
soon, and the best hope is that American lawyers 
will be prepared by a thorough study of it to speak 
wisely upon it, and prevent the evil consequences 
which it must produce if not honestly dealt with. 
One does not need to be a lawyer to see that it is 
untenable, because it proceeds on diverse and incom¬ 
patible grounds. It plays fast and loose with the 
main point of the recent case—in one part assuming 


main point of the recent case—in one part assuming 
Slidell and Mason to be rebels, and in others bellige¬ 
rents. While the public here find it difficult to 
account for such a production from any. Minister of 
State, some of us keenly feel the insult to the Americans 
inflicted by that dispatch. It is inconceivable that Mr. 
Seward can have believed that England or France 
could be cajoled by it; and the only supposition is 
that he hoped to please his own countrymen. Accord¬ 
ing to some American newspapers Mr. Seward’s 
course is guided by his ambition for the President¬ 
ship. If so, certainly nobody else has so insulted the 
people of the United States. If he can imagine that 
he is winning their favor by writing State papers 
which are either dishonest or 'silly, he is satirizing 
the people more bitterly than any bystander has ever 
done. Of the spirit and temper of angry newspapers 
I need not speak. They condemn themselves suffi¬ 
ciently. 

Neither shall I say much of the discontent with 
myself, whioh I observe in the letter of S. M,, and 
elsewhere, in the The Standard. I do not wish to 
occupy your space with defence of myself; and every 
practical purpose will be answered by a brief expla¬ 
nation of my point of view. My course has always 
been—to fight your battles on this side the water, to 
the utmost extent that truth will allow; and to speak 
the plain truth on the other side on all matters which 
relate to the principle ana conuuci ox im. cause ox 
Human freedom. THIS is not the way to gain popu¬ 
larity. It i3 the way to ensure much displeasure on 
both sides j but that is a small matter in comparison 
with the least good that may be done in either coun¬ 
try. I certainly think that it is the course most con¬ 
ducive to peace' and a clear understanding between 
the two nations. I shall go on, as long as I live, 
with the part of the work which lies here. As for 
the other half, it rests with you, as you are aware, 
whether 1 continue it. You know that .1 wait upon 
your pleasure in regard to corresponding with The 
Standard, as I have always done. A word from you, 
at any time, will bring my farewell, as I have 
repeatedly reminded you and the Committee. 

It can hardly be necessary to say much about the 
unfortunate series of mistakes to which the recent 
painful feelings on your side the water have been 
owing; for time must already have made them mani¬ 
fest. °To indicate them will probably suffice. If we 
• were to go back to the outset, we must notice first 
the flagrant error, common to North and South, and 
sino-ularly insulting to England and France—that the 
policy of the European powers would be determined 
by their need or greed of cotton. There never was 
any warrant for this assumption, and there has never 
been any evidence to confirm it, Mr. Adams came 
over with his mind full of it (as appears by his pub¬ 
lished dispatches), and his son went to Manchester to 
assure himself of it. We see Mr. Adams the elder 
assuring Mr. Seward, after some weeks’ residence, 
that he is unable to perceive that England has any 
idea of recognizing the South, while Mr. Adams the 
younger is astonished at finding that, in Manchester 
itself, the view of the American case is not affected 
by considerations of cotton. To the South this rash 
and injurious assumption has been most disastrous ; 
and the Confederates now see us diligently growing 
cotton in half a hundred places (literally more than 
that), and so providing for a supply that we shall 
never more, under any circumstances, be dependent 
on American cotton culture. I mention this now for 
two reasons: that the mistake may be pointed out 
which bus done incalculable mischief for months 
past; and that Northern men may take warning 
from the South, and not fall into the same mistake 
about corn, or any other commodity. We constantly 
see in American newspapers that England cannot go 
to war with the- United States, because she cannot 
dispense -with these commodities. This is a grave 
mistake. If we had been so dependent at all it would i 
have been for cotton ; and we have braved that ineon- ! 
veniepce—employing all the influence of England, as 
I have already told you, to prevent France and Spain 
breaking the blockade. Our free trade policy .gives 
us the command of all commodities that are raised 
anywhere; and we can get any amount of grain 
from Russia, and the Danube, and various other 
regions by paying a shilling, or two shillings, per 
quarter more for it, while the rapid improvement in 
our tiilao-e brings us nearer every year to an ade¬ 
quate home supply- The loss and inconvenience of a 
stopoage of trade with America would be very seri¬

i this connection have occurred the mistakes of 
S. M. and others, in supposing that the recent case 
was of the same class as those in. which England 
showed herself overbearing in old days (I may men¬ 
tion that, English captains have not fired shotted guns 
to bring-to unarmed ships). It would have been 
well for Americans to remember that England has 
risked the wrath of both the Napoleons, and twice 
dared the danger of invasion by France rather than • 
permit the smallest encroachment on her right of hos¬ 
pitality. After the Orsini conspiracy, the threats and 
wrath of certain French colonels and Paris news¬ 
papers Were as violent as anything we have heard 
from America. As for the notions that Ireland, is dis¬ 
contented, and that the Canadians are disposed for a 
union with your republic—no words can now be 
needed to show that they are mere hallucinations. 
The spirit of Canada has bad occasion to^how itself; 
and the general prosperity and contentedness of 
Ireland are shown py its rapidly-improving industry, 
and the remarkable dimunition both of crime and of 
pauperism. We rank the nonsense we read about 
both countries with the assurances of “ undying 
hate,” “ future revenge,” etc., menaced by some of 
your journalists, who seem to forget that England, 
was forced by a rash American to demand reparation 
for an injury. Such ravings do not stand in the list 
of genuine mistakes. 

But how melancholy are those mistakes! Nowhere 
else could popular error be of so much consequence, 
because nowhere else do the people bear the respon¬ 
sibility of rule. Rights carry their corresponding 
duties everywhere, and a people who have the right 
of self-government are bound to be above such vital 
mistakes as those which have marked this last pas¬ 
sage in your history. While they do not inform 
themselves sufficiently to avoid such faults and 
embarrassments, they have no right to quarrel with 
the impression widely entertained in Europe that 
democratic governments are not qualified for perma¬ 
nent international relations. Practically speaking, 
the events of the last two months have done more, I 
believe, to discredit republican government than any¬ 
thing that the advocates of despotism are able to do 
or say. The more thankful may we be that your 
government unhesitatingly did its duty by us; and 
that the American people have acquiesced; not only 
abstaining from all resistance, but generally approv¬ 
ing the decision. They have thus efiectually put their 
enemies in the wrong. 

As to the probable effect on the anti-slavery cause 
—there has never been any fear that an alliance with 
the Confederates must inevitably ensue from Capt.

the North have given new power to a clique which 
may soon prove to be stronger, in Parliament and in 
the Clubs, than they would otherwise have ever been. 
It is supposed that this clique will urge a recognition 
of the South on condition of the entire cessation of the 
slave trade—of the emancipation.of all American 
slaves—and of a treaty of free trade. They urge 
that this will free the negroes sooner than any other 
method—as the North seems clearly incapable of 
compassing her own objects. How far it is true that 
there is such a clique, and that it meditates such pro¬ 
posals, we shall see when Parliament meets. I need 
not say that we shall not easily believe in the terms 
of the compact. 

Meantime, there can be no doubt of the daily 
increasing difficulty of maintaining here the ground 
of the North. It appears to the experienced old com¬ 
munities of Europe that the Federalists are unaware 
of the desperate character of their position and pros¬ 
pects. The lapse into national insolvency, which we 
hear of by the last mails, the division of counsels 
among the authorities, military and civil, and the 
absence of all effectual achievement amidst so vast 
an expenditure of all kinds, seem very fearful. But 
far worse than all is the feature which most disheart¬ 
ens those who are most friendly—the barbaric char¬ 
acter of the warfare. This strikes us dumb, however 
incessant our advocacy may otherwise be. That the 
destruction of harbors will bring down all the mari¬ 
time powers upon the government which perpetrates 
it seems to be a matter of course. I do trust it may 
yet be time to stop this insufferable act. We are 
glad to read of a deep channel left open at Charles¬ 
ton j and this, if true, will save the city; but the 
injury to people at sea remains. Taking a view of 
the whole field, it is manifestly impossible to ignore 
forever, or for very long, a seceding community which 
its former or proper government cannot bring into 
reunion ; and, in the present case, the testing period 
is much shortened by the low character of the North¬ 
ern military policy.
